During that period It was the cus 


torn of the legislature to "bleed" the 
banks to cover any deficiency In the 
state treasury 
It was also a favorite 


procedure to refuse to recharter banks 
unless they furnished a large bonus 
to provide for shortages In the state 
treasury 
In 1830 the bank had expanded con 


slderably and It was found that the 
vault of the institution was not as 
safe as desired 
As a result a commit 


tee v,ss appointed to look around for I 
location and the classical «olonla 
mansion on Radcllffe street was. pur 
chased from James Craig for $5000 
This old mansion has attracted the 


attention of architects throughout the 
state 
Its design is purely Grecian. 
It has twenty four Inch walls and its 
porticoes In front and rear are sup- 
ported by masive columns which an 
still unharmed by time It was found 
in erecting a new vault In 1904 when 
cutting Into the two centre ones on 
the river front that they were made 
from white pine, two Inches tMck, 
bnl't up In sections O3. Inches in width 
without blemish or knote.

upon all other questions of national 
importance upon which political par- 
ties differ, out of consideration of the 
tariff? 


It ought to be conceded that the 


manufacturers of the country repre- 
sent a class of men whose intelligent 
action upon all national questions Is 
greatly to be desired.

asks in effect that they surrender theii 
right of independent judgment upon 
every other question and go it blind on 
the tariff. The friends of a tariff corn- 


ask that manufacturers

created to collect the data necessary 
for the framing of a proper tariff l 
and for the amendment of the same 
as experience shows changes to be ex 
IKHlieut. They feel that the elimina- 
tion of special interests is possible and 
that the thing which works best fo 
the whole country is best for the manu- 
facturing interests of the country.

The 
Sheriff has had some trouble in selling 
cattle anl hogs levied on by him be- 
cause of this disease and is exceeding- 
ly relieved at the lifting of the quar- 
antine. 


Town council Is still having trouble 


with the big artesian well and now 
the expert engineer soys that the piping 
is defective and that they will have to 
take out the old piping and put In new 
but as the spring is now full and over- 
flowing, they have postponed the re- 
pairs until weather conditions are more 
favorable. Up to this time theie has 
Been no shortage of water sufficient to 
curtail tlie supply and it Is hoped that 
we will get through the winter all 
right. One great relief to our people 
is that at present we have an ample 
supply for fire purposes in the extra 
reservoir, sufficient for a larger flre 
than we have ever had. 


Last week Broncho Miller, the mur- 


derer of Officer Kolbe. received 
his 


sentence of fifteen years minimum and 
twenty years maximum, and has been 
conveyed to the Eastern penitentiary 
by Sheriff Charles M. Meredith.
